CSUS is one of many college and 
university campuses across the nation 
answering a call to arms in the war 
against illiteracy. 

President Clinton, at the recent 
President’s Summit for America’s Fu- 
ture, renewed his call for college stu- 
dents and others to accept the America 

Reads national literacy challenge. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday, CSUS 
students heard how they can help teach 
children how to read while getting paid 
and receiving college credit. 

“The program offers students from 
all majors an excellent opportunity to 
gain a sense of appreciation and broad- 
ened sensitivity for the challenges that 
public school teachers face,”’ said Bill 
Lee-Sammons, co-director at the Of- 
fice of Community Collaboration. .. 

The goal of the America Reads 
Challenge is to provide support for 
teachers, and help ensure every Ameri- 
can child can read well and indepen- 
dently by the end of third grade. 

The Clinton initiative, introduced 
in August 1996, is a five-year program 
designed to mobilize one million vol- 
unteer tutors, provide $300 million in 
grants to assist parents in helping their 
children become successful readers, 
and expand existing programs such as 


Title I, Head Start, and the College 


Work Study program. 

Chancellor Barry Munitz has 
charged CSU campuses with develop- 
ing systems for effective participation 
in America Reads. At CSUS an on- 
campus partnership has been devel- 
oped to recruit, select, train and famil- 
iarize new student reading tutors, be- 
ginning this fall. 

The Office of Community Collabo- 
ration and the School of Education, 
together with the work study program, 
and the Students Today Achieving 
Results for Tomorrow, an after-school 
recreation and education program at

The Women’s Resource Center, 
which the Associated Students, Inc., 
has chosen not to fund for the next 
academic year, took its cause to the 
campus, and its students, on Thurs- 
day. 

Members and supporters of the 
center protested ASI’s decision at 


several l6cations on Campus; re-~ 


enacting a scene where they allege 


that an ASI board member pre- © 


vented a supporter of the WRC 
from gathering signatures in aclass- 
room. In the WRC’s re-enactment, 
the board member. said that ASI 
could fund whatever it wanted, and 
threw the petitions to the ground. 


This was the WRC’ first protest. 


since ASI announced that it wouldn’t 
fund the center next year. Members 
and supporters of the WRC have been 
collecting signatures on a petition to 
fund the center since ASI’s decision 
was made. Thus far, the WRC has 
collected more than 1,000 signatures. 

“We're focusing on the petitions, 
on getting the information about the 
1994 referendum (that mandated stu- 
dent fees for the WRC),’ WRC em- 


‘ployee Keitrie Webb said. “The pie is 


big enough for everyone to get apiece.” 
How did ASI feel about the protest? 
When asked about her feelings about the 
protest, ASI President Sandra Schlemmer 
said she didn’t know about the protest. 
Shannon Hughes, AST director of 
Arts and Letters, heard the protest on 


‘the first floor of the University Union. 


“T believe theirissues on why wecut 


them aren’t valid,” Hughes said. ““They 
keep avoiding the issues we had with 
them, like not going after any other 
funding, like the Instructionally Re- 


‘lated Activities committee or Lottery 


funds. They choose not to. It s their 
fault.” 

The WRC plans future actions to 
inform students about ASI’s decision, 
and also plans to deliver the petitions to 
CSUS President Donald Gerth at a 
later'date:” 

The protest did catch the eyes of 


some people, but for the most part, it 


drew little attention from most gath- 
ered in the Library Quad. 3 
The protesters were able to garner 
more support and signatures when they 
went and talked with people out in the 
crowd. 
“I think they’re doing a fine job in 


getting the WRC’s cause recog- 
nized,” student Ben Fabia said after 
watching the protest. “I feel sorry 
for them.” 

“T admire their drive and convic- 
tion,” said Simon Dougherty, a Bio- 
logical Sciences/Humanities major. 
“Many times students come out with 
good ideas and it seems the people 
in charge do what they can to 
smother discussion.” 

Other students, however, didn’t 
care about the WRC’s dilemma. 

“Why should there be a 
Women’s Resource Center, unless 


- there is a Men’s Resource Center,” 


asked Jeffery Manan, a Business 
Major. “It’s sexist to have one for 
women and not have one for men. 
It’s better that there is no WRC if 
there isn’t a similar men’s group.”

The United States-Mexicoborderraises 
many issues ranging from illegal immi- 
gration and human rights to economics. 
According to Dr. David Leon, these all 
contribute to the fear that many Califor- 
nians have toward immigrants. 


Leon, anethnicstudiesprofessor,spoke — 


about these issues during a presentation at 
the Multi-Cultural Center on Tuesday. 

Leon was on sabbatical this past fall to 
research issues dealing with the relation- 
ship between the two nations’ common 
border and how immigration is viewed 
differently on each side of the border. 

In his discussion, Leon talked about 


csus/) that allows students to 
evaluate professors and help take 
some of the mystery out of the 
names listed in the catalog and 
schedule. 

Professors are ranked accord- 
ing to their skill as a professor, 
their personalities, the amount of 
homework assigned, suggested 
difficulty of the class, and the 
level of fairness in grading. Stu- 
dents are also asked to write addi- 
tional comments poe ane to 
professors. 


The comments can range fur- 


ther in depth as some students 
also include how enthusiastic a 
professor is and how that profes- 
sor may use life experience in his 
or her teaching. Students can also 
include the number of hours of 
homework per hour of lecture, 


whether or not a teacher provides 


illegal immigration, which is considered a 
major problem along the border, espe- 
cially in California. InJanuary 1995,87,567 
undocumented immigrants were detained 
and deported from the U.S. side of the 
border; in January 1996, 169,457 were 
deported. Why did the numbers increase 
so much in only one year? 

The border patrol was givennew equip- 
mentto help them find people crossing the 
border illegally, including heat-sensitive 
cameras. The infrared cameras, which 


‘cost upwards of $250,000 apiece and are 


paid for by tax dollars; pick up body heat 
and allow border patrol agents to find 
people in the dark. The cameras’ only 
flaw: they do not work in the rain. Most of 
the immigrants know this, said Leon, and

Another tactic is what the border patrol 
calls “lighting up the border,” which is the 
use of stadium lights that can illuminate.an 
area for miles around, including the most 
often crossed areas of the border.

cult to sabotage or destroy. :

the terrain becomes too rough, making it 


difficult for people to move through. From 
El Cajon to the gulf coast, however, there 
is no fence. According to Leon, there are 
plans toadd fencingalong other partsof the 
border.

become more efficient in apprehending 
the immigrants thanks to new equipment 
and more patrol agents. 

Yet, when people try to cross the bor- 
der, it is not always the border patrol that 
stops the immigrants. Leon said border 
patrol agents told him at least one person 
drowns each day while attempting tocross 
the Rio Grande into Texas. In the rough 
desert along Calexico and other border 
cities, the heat and terrain can be too 
exhausting to travelers. These conditions 
take their toll onimmigrants trying tocross 
the border. |

Murphy

The charges against CSUS stu- 
dent Neal Murphy for making terror- 
ist threats have been dropped. 

Murphy was arrested on April 1, 
after an employee in Lassen Hall 
reported that Murphy had threatened 

“shoot some people” with a gun 
that he allegedly had in his bag. A 
police search of the hall and Murphy’s 
possessions revealed that he did not 
have a gun. 

Doug Hamilton, a Sacramento 
County deputy district attorney, said 
that Murphy’s actions did not consti- 


tute a crime. 
“The code requires a specific 


threat be made and a specific intent 
to carry out that threat,” Hamilton 
said. “The threat was too vague and 
didn’t amount to acrime. We have to 
be able to prove a case beyond a 


reasonable doubt.” 


The case is being reviewed sepa- 
rately by the campus administration. 
David Rooney, assistant vice presi- 
dent of Student Affairs, was not able 
to comment on any disciplinary ac- 
tion being taken, if any, but stated 
that ‘the decision by the District 
Attorney’s office whether to file or 
drop the charges does not have any 
bearing on any decision from Stu- 
dent Affairs. 


Pair named 
Fulbright 
Scholars

Many CSUS students desire to 
study abroad, to become more cul- 
tured and aware of the world outside 
Sacramento, but oftentimes it is a 
dream that is never realized due to 
financial restrictions many face in 
life. CSUS students Tom Mays and 
Jennifer Hansen recently received 
Fulbright Scholarships to study 
abroad during the ’97-’98 year, en- 
abling them to live out their desires 


‘of overseas studies. 


Of the 4,739 applicants for the 
Fulbright scholarships, only 923 
grants were given nationwide. At 
CSUS, nine students applied for the 
scholarship, with Mays and Hansen 
receiving the grants. 

Mays and Hansen will be study- 
ing for the entire academic year at the 
Johannes Gutenburg University in 
Mainz, Germany. Their Fulbright 
grants will cover their overseas ex- 
penses, including travel, tuition and 
housing for the entire year in Ger- 
many. 

“T was surprised that got it, but I 
knew that because of the work I have 
done here at CSUS, the chances were 
good that I would get it,” said Mays. 

To obtain their Fulbright grants, 
Mays and Hansen endured a lengthy 
process. “It’s alot of paperwork, but 
in the end it’s worth it,” said Mays. 
“With all the benefits you get about a 
$1000 for expenses.” 

It began last year when they at- 
tended a workshop put on by CSUS 
Coordinator of Overseas Programs, 
Monica Freeman. The workshop ex- 
plained the process to the nine CSUS 
applicants, educating them on the

road best traveled to obtaining their 
_ grants. 

Applications for the scholar- 
ship were due last October and 
during mid-October, the appli- 
cants were interviewed by a panel 
of three professors. These profes- 
sors decided who would pass at 
the national level and continue in 
the competition for the scholar- 
ships. Four of the nine CSUS ap- 
plicants made it through this por- 
tion of the process. 

At that point, the respective 
international colleges that the ap- 
plicants chose to attend decided 
who would receive the grants. 
Mays and Hansen were the only 
two to reach this level. 

Hansen will be graduating this 
May with a major in Anthropology 
and a minor in German. She will be 


studying Classical Archaeology and 


German while in Germany. Cur- 


rently, she is the vice president of the 
Foreign Language Department’s 
German Club and a member of the 
German national honor society, Delta 
Phi Alpha. 

Mays will also graduate in May 
with a double major in German 
and French. In Germany, he will 


be studying J.inguistics and Ger- . 


man. He was president of the 
German Club for three years and 
is also a member of Delta Phi 
Alpha. 

They both are very excited about 
the journeys they will soon under- 
take. “I will be graduating in acouple 
of weeks and I am very excited to go 
to Germany,” said Hansen. “It will 
be a wonderful experience.” 

Mays urges other CSUS stu- 
dents to apply not only for the 
Fulbright, but all scholarships, 
Saying that a tremendous amount 
of money goes unclaimed each 
year.

border patrol hasresultedin incidents much 
more dangerous than simple deportation. 
Leon said that some border patrol agents 
have been accused of raping women and 
running people over with their vehicles. 
Harsherallegationsincludeshootingpeople 
without cause and then saying it was an 
accident or that it was provoked. 

The inability for people to cross the 
borders not only affects their own well- 
being but the economy as well. According 
to Leon, a blockade was set up around the 
Clock along the Rio Grande and the Juarez 
and El Paso border. This inhibits Mexi- 
cans who work in the United States from 
getting to their jobs, hurting the employer 
and consequently hurting the economy on 
both sides of the border. 

Mexico’s four largest industries are 
petroleum, maquiladoras (assembly 
plants), tourism and money sent from 
Mexican workers in the. United States to 


families in Mexico. The United States 
benefits from the taxes taken from pay- 
checks; Mexico benefits because this 
money is spent in the country. 

Many goods sold in America are pro- 
duced in Mexico. Maquiladoras are Mexi- 
canassembly plants thatmanufacture goods 
for the United States. United States inves- 
tors profit greatly from cheaper labor and 
suppliesin Mexico. The Mexicaneconomy 
profits by keeping its people in jobs and 
having a continuous money flow into the 
economy. The trade between San Diego 
and Tijuana amounted to more than $2 
billion in 1996. 

. During the recent fall of the Mexican 
peso, the border town of Douglas, Texas 
was hit hard. Since Mexicans did not have 
themoney tospendin Douglas, itseconomy 
fell. Leon said that one-third of the small 
businesses were forced to close. Forty- 
seven percent of the employment in this 
town served Mexican shoppers. 

“This would nevef happen in Califor- 
nia because of Governor Wilson and the 
anti-immigrant sentiments that we have in 
our environment,” said Leon. 
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Sacramento area elementary schools, are 
coordinating a variety of programs to 
meet the needs of CSUS students inter- 
ested in tutoring children. 

There is also the opportunity for 
education and non-education majors 
alike to learn about child development, 
adolescence, and the family in general, 
according to Lee-Sammons. 

“Tt offers all students a chance to 
learn about the young, who are cultur- 
ally, economically, ethnically and so- 
cially diverse, and represent our 
country’s future,” he said. 

Experimentation with the program 
began this semester with a one-unit 
community service learning option. 
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Students from 22 different courses, 
who were interested in participating in 
co-curricular activities connected to 
their classroom learning, enrolled in 
Interdisciplinary Studies 198. 

“Next semester, there are several 
different ways that we’re going to 
open up these types of opportunities 
for students,” said Lee-Sammons. 
There will be three or four courses 
available that will satisfy a G. E. 
requirement, in addition to options 
for those students who don’t want to 
enroll in a unit, but want to do com- 
munity service. Beginning fall 1997, 
students qualifying for Financial Aid 
will also be able to earn money 


through the work study program. 


Students will be paid up to $10 an 
hour for 10 to 15 hours per week, said 
Carolyn Kenner, coordinator of the 
College Work Study Program. “Stu- 
dent eligibility will be based on. the 


student’s financial need and, therefore, ° 


students must file a free application for 
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federal student aid if they hope to par- 
ticipate next September,” said Kenner. 
“We’ll get job descriptions from the 
School of Education, and, based on the 


level of responsibility, it could go up to. 


$12 an hour.” 

, The START program, for kinder- 
garten through sixth grade, is in place at 
over 20 Sacramento area elementary 
schools, and gives college tutors the 
opportunity to make a difference in 
their own communities. “Essentially, 
what they’ ve done is they’ ve opened 


_ up their doors from 3 p.m. until 5:30 


p.m. after school each day. It’s been a 
huge success, but it has been short in 
volunteers,” said Lee-Sammons. 
Diane Cordero de Noriega, Dean of 
Education, believes that both the student 
being tutored and the college volunteer 
will benefit from this unique mentoring 
opportunity. “For students who are con- 
sidering teaching as aprofession, this isan 
opportunity to gain some real experience. 
For those students who are not sure what 
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they want to do with the rest of their lives, 
they might discover the tremendous per- 
sonal satisfaction of teaching a young 
person to read,” she said. 

Senior Child Development and Bio- 
logical Sciences major, Mireya Ramos, 
attended a recent information session 


about the program. “I came away witha - 


positive impression about the program. 
They told us we were going to be tutoring 
children from different sites, not only 
from one particular area. There’s an inter- 
view and then from there you get to 
choose which area you want to go into,” 
she said. 

For Ramos, who is interested in the 
Work Study program as well as obtain- 
ing a teaching credential, America 
Reads offers a unique combination. “T 
have two years before I apply to medi- 
cal school and I want to use it wisely. I 
always enjoy being around children.

After openers L7 and A.F.I. warmed 
up the crowd, Social Distortion came 
on at 8 p.m. to enthusiastic cheers from 
the older audience. 

Pounding through a mixed selec- 
tion of tracks from both their newest 
album, White Light, White Heat, White 
Trash, and their six previous albums, 
Social Distortion offered up their brand 
of “old-school punk” to the next gen- 
eration of fans. 

In between songs, lead singer Mike 


Ness thanked the “old-school punks, 
because without them, there wouldn’t 


be any new-school punks.” 

Toward the end of the show, Ness 
gave the cheering crowd his explana- 
tion of white trash. “You can take the

New drummer Chuck Biscuits’ 
(Danzig, Black Flag) powerhouse 
drumming propelled the band through 
the show. With the words “Bring Me 
the Head of Evan Dando” emblazoned 
on his drum kit, Biscuits’ aggressive 
attack kept the show moving. 

- Although some of the younger au- 
dience members’ attention seemed to 
wane at certain points during the show, 
both “Dear Lover” and the top-10 single 
“T Was Wrong” rejuvenated the crowd. 

When Social Distortion left the 

stage, they took quite a few audience 
members with them. The general atti- 
tude of those leaving the show was that 
the best of the show had already hap- 
pened.

muttered one fan while on his way out 
the door.

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Web site for grading professors

Students have been evaluating professors for 
years, be it informally among friends or formally 
during the in-class evaluation process. The ease of 
cyberspace, however, allows for informal evalua- 
tions of professors to bedisseminated and accessed 
quite easily. 

A CSUS professor evaluation page appeared 
on the World Wide Web back in December. This 
page lists most of the current CSUS faculty. It 
grades professors in four differ- 
ent categories: teaching skill, 
likeablitity, difficulty of material, 
and difficulty of grading. Stu- 
dents can select any professor, _ 
gradethemaccordingtothescale ~ 
and leave general comments about the professors. 

Thereare some major positives about this page. 
It allows students to research professors for quali- 
ties they like. For example, students who like 
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work can find professors who assign research. It 
also allows students to find professors who match 
their personalities. Ifa student likes loud, outgoing 
people, hecan find aloud, outgoing professor. Ifhe 
likes professors who just stick to the lecture, he can 
find those professors.

can find thoseinstructors. Others wholikeresearch 


evaluations, and anyone, be they students, staff, 
faculty or someone not even related to CSUS, can 
submit an evaluation. One professor points this 
flaw out under his own name on his page. But are 
otherprofessors posting glowingevaluationsabout 
themselves, without signing them? Or are others 
sabotaging colleagues they dislike or disapprove 
of with ugly critiques? 
Anonymousevaluationsarealwaysscary things. 
While it may allow someone to 
say something without fear of 
retribution, italsoallowsany given 
evaluator free license to be as 
harsh as he wants, andevento lie. 
Most evaluators will no doubt 
use their best, honest judgments about the profes- 
sors they critique. But some, however, may have 
some agenda, be it personal hatred for a professor 


for receiving a poor grade to out-and-out racism, » 


and use this agenda to color their critiques. 

The professor evaluation page could become a 
great resource with students. Itneeds some tinker- 
ing, such as posting names with evaluations and 
keeping professors, or even worse, non-students 
from making evaluations and updating the lists of 
professors. But once these are fixed, then many 
students can use this page to help find the professor 
who best fits their educational needs. 





Shame on professor who 
criticized AIDS Quilt 


I would like to answer Professor 
Peter Griffin’s complaint about the 
Library’s display of the AIDS Quilt in 


three different voices. 


First, speaking as a Library em- 
ployee and a member of its Advocacy 
Committee, which created an “Advo- 
cacy Policy” dealing with Library dis- 
plays, I’d like to explain that the Li- 
brary does not endorse any viewpoints 
in its displays. All displays of an 
advocative nature (of any sort) are tem- 


porary, not permanent, and we expect 
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that there will be a balance of view- 
points during the years. Since Prof. 
Griffin thinks a display about police- 
men or firemen who have given their 
lives would be an edification, I encour- 
age him tocontact us with the materials 
for such a display. He will find us 
completely open to the idea and very 
helpful in mounting it. 

Second, as a person who came in 
and gawked in emotion and wonder at 
the AIDS Quilt, then reading the re- 
marks in the display book of others 
who felt similarly, and of one person in 
particular who in fact wept upon seeing 
the quilt, I say shame on you, Professor 
Peter Griffin. That you could be-so 


mean-minded about the deaths of so 
many people, and the enormous loss to 
their loved ones makes you a pitiful 
thing to behold, and a miserable role 
model to put up in front of aclassroom. 
Thanks be it’s math you teach, num- 
bers, the cold universe. Imagine you 
teaching, say, literature or psychology 
or sociology or nursing or anything 
having to do with empathy and under- 
standing... and being part of the human 
community. 

Finally, speaking as a person who 
lost my brother to AIDS last Sept. 25, 
afterhis long exhausting illness, watch-

ing my mother and father and my fam- 
ily struggling to deal with the incred- 
ible grief and pull together to create a 
quilt to be included in future AIDS 
Quilt displays, I can’t find the words to 
express my feelings for your hateful- 
ness and ignorance. Some in my posi- 
tion would wish you to lose your child 
to AIDS, so you could know firsthand. 
I don’t wish that on anyone. But I do 
wish you would actually sit down and 
think hard about your beliefs on this 
subject and stop spreading hate. 

Your complaint seems to center 
around the issue of venereal disease. 
Yes, people who die of AIDS might 
have had unprotected sex. Orthey might 
have contracted the disease through 
contaminated blood products in a trans- 
fusion, or they might have been born 
infected. I say all of these are innocent, 
and none of them deserve to die in the 
awful way my brother did.

‘Symbolic’ referendum 
has misguided purpose 


I write to correct an erroneous 
impression regarding my state- 
ments created by Ms. Jennifer 
Baldwin’s article on the “Aca- 
demic Senate Symbolic Vote” 
which appears in the State Hornet 
on Tuesday, May 6, 1997. I also 
want to clarify, in my own words, 
my position on the Faculty refer- 
endum to remove administrators 
and staff from membership on the 
Academic Senate. 

The main argument advanced by 
proponents of the referendum focuses 
on the issue of alleged intimidation 
of faculty by the administration. Now 
intimidation, perhaps like beauty, is 
entirely in the eye of the beholder. I 
personally do not feel it, nor do I 
think the vast majority of the faculty 
feel it. My opposition to the referen- 
dum is this: even assuming that in-

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timidation is genuinely felt by some 
members of the faculty, in what way 
will the removal of administrators 
from the Senate allay their fears and 
make them more outspoken and there- 
fore more participatory in university 
affairs? Are all administrators going 
to be barred from future Senate meet- 
ings? Are those who feel intimidated 
now going to feel any less so with 
administrators sitting at the back of 
the room instead of at the table? Are 
Senate policy decisions going to be 
made wiser and indeed carry more 
weight without administrative and 
staff input during their formulative 
stage? I do not think so. 

Supporters of the referendum re- 
peatedly concede that it will do little, 
if at all, to correct the current situa- 
tion on campus. But they insist that 
the measure has a “symbolic” value, 
is “only a beginning,” and “sends a 
message.” I for one, would like to 
point out what this referendum means 
for me. It is “symbolic” of a faculty 
insecure about itself, so much so that 
it cowers in the presence of adminis- 
trators. It is “a beginning” to more 
divisiveness, distrust, and hostility 
on campus, resulting in further dys- 
function of the university; and stu- 
dents will be the victims. It “sends a 
message” that while the faculty is so 
afraid of the administrators and staff 
that it wants them removed from its 
meetings, it feels it can easily handle 
the students, so it keeps them on the 
“Faculty Senate” as a token. 

I strongly urge a NO vote on this 
ill-advised measure!

Facilities custodian 
figures cited incorrectly 


Regarding Mr, Williams’ May 2 
article on Facilities Management, which 
cites 59 custodians working at CSUS: 
I believe a clarification would be help- 
ful. As of March 31, there are71 custo- 
dians employed by Facilities Manage- 
ment, employed in the following man- 
ner: 

¢ 48 are permanent employees. 

¢ 22 are temporary employees. 

¢ One is a probationary employee. 

Timewise: 

¢ 59 custodians are full-time (40 
hours/week) 

¢ 12 custodians are hourly-intermit- 
tent (half-time or less) 

¢ Most custodians work the grave- 
yard (10 p.m. to 6 a.m.) shift. 

There also are seven Lead Custodi- 
ans employed by Facilities; all are full- 
time, six are permanent, one isatempo- 
rary employee. In addition to the Man- 
ager of Custodial Services (Adminis- 
trator II), Facilitiesemploys (as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1997) four Supervising Custodi- 
ans; these are management employees 
at the level of Administrator I.
